W e do not know w hat this class 
of citizens propose to do about the m atters 
nam ed in the call. Douglass, in his years, has 
lo st th e good sense w ith w hich he has been 
credited, else he w ould never have advised 
th e holding of th e proposed Convention. 
W e dislike the sp irit of clannishness, in

There 
ia no reason to be advanced for draw ing 
“ artificial lines,” as the Boston Advertiser 
som e tim e ago sp tly term ed these race 
and class distinctions. 
T he next we know 
th e Irish , and th en th e Germ ans, th e 
Scotch o r th e English who have foresworn 
allegiance to foreign princes and poten­ 
ta te s and taken th e oath as 'citizens of 
th is republic w ill be convening and d e­ 
m anding th eir “ rights in society and poli­ 
tic s.” 
Now, in tru th , th ey have no rights 
w hatever in th eir class or race relation. 
E v ery rig h t these enjoy is th e rig h t of an 
A m erican citizen, irrespective of color* or

nationality. 
These of them who exclaim I 
th a t th ey are “ excluded ” are fanatics, 
short-sighted or foolish. 
Am erican citi­ 
zens stand equal before th e law, and w hen­ 
ever one class or race sets up special claims 
for recognition it m ay be suspected of 
offering its political support to th e dem a­ 
gogue who w ill promise moBt. 
If races 
and classes could only be brought to real­ 
ize it, they would see th a t they do them ­ 
selves infinite injury by all such dem on­ 
strations. 
T he negro in Am erica has been 
the victim of wrong and oppression, 
was for long yesr3 a chattel and a thing 
bargain and s a le ; he was k ept in 
bonds of slavery and ignorance, and 
was all the fault of the nation. 
I t should 
m ake him all th e reparation in its power, 
and it has done this by m aking him a po­ 
litical equal w ith all other citizens—unlesB 
we except th e possible obligation to pro" 
m ote his education. 
B u t there is no obli­ 
gation to give him office, to advance him in 
business, 
or 
command 
hia 
admission 
into this or th a t circle of society. 
All 
these are private rights, to be attained, if 
at all, by personal m erit, and all conven­ 
tion dem ands and class denunciation will 
b ut retard the very ends aim ed at. 
N ei­ 
th e r color, place of b irth or condition in 
life can be rightly pleaded as a reason for 
harinees, social or political recognition. 
T hat they are now used in the form of 
menaces is one of the evils of th e day th a t 
need correction. 
W e w ant a broader com­ 
prehension of w hat constitutes Am erican 
citizenship; we need the cultivation of 
enm ity to clannishness of every kind, and 
an especial abhorrence of the classification 
of Am erican citizens, such as colored citi­ 
zens, 
Irish Am ericans, 
native 
A m eri­ 
cans, 
Germ an 
voters, 
etc. 
All 
such 
designations are offensive, and bring into 
contem pt and disrepute th e one all-em ­ 
bracing and only proper designation— 
Am erican citizens. 


PRISON 
AND 
PAUPER 
LABOR. 


T he N ew Y ork Legislature passed a law 
prohibiting prison labor. 
On th e other 
hand, th e Cook county, Illinois, Commis­ 
sioners, propose to establish pauper labor 
in the alm s and poor-houses near Chicago. 
B ut if the Cook county legislators are right 
the N ew Y ork legislators w ere wrong. 
T here can be no sufficient reason shown 
why both crim inals and paupers should 
not, by labor, be m ade to contribute to 
their support. 
N either poor-houses nor 
jails should be luxuries for the indolent. 
Some S tates denom inate th e poor-house 
th e “ w ork-house,” and unquestionably it 
is the proper name. 
“ Labor is not de­ 
graded by anything paupers or crim inals 
m ay be m ade to do ,” says an exchange, and 
the sentence is a sermon. 
O ur pcor-houses 
and poor-farms, w hich in California are so 
seldom work-houses and work-farm s, were 
intended to engage in labor those physically 
fit to w ork. 
M any em ploym ents m ay be 
introduced into poor-hou3es th at are light, 
suited to the women and children, and vo­ 
cations requiring greater strength for the 
men able to work. 
W ork in our county 
almshouse, of th e proper kind and prop­ 
erly superintended, w ould do very m uch to 
solve th e problem now puzzling th e local 
authorities how to m ake cost of m ainte­ 
nance less. 
W ork in county jails as well 
as in S tate prisons is feasible. 
There 
would seem to be no reason w hy the 
th irty odd 
prisoners, boarding at the 
county expense, should not be m ade to do 
some daily labor th a t will bring the county 
some income. 
T he argum ent th a t euch 
labor interferes w ith th e trades need not 
ba considered; for th a t m atter, th e field of 
labor is broad enough to employ the lszy 
crim inals w ithout in ju ry to trade laborers, 
whose taxe3 would be lessened by the n ar­ 
rowing of th e n et expenses of m aintaining 
prisoners. 


CONFUSING 
TERMS. 


Mr. C oakling is reported to have spoken 
b itterly at the S aturday N ight Club din­ 
ner of th e spirit th a t condem ns all leaders 
as bosses. 
“ To be a leader,” he said, “ is 
to be a boss,” and th a t is a term of ap- 
probrium now-a-days. 
If M r. C onkling is 
correctly reported—w hich we doubt—he 
m istakes th e application of 
th e 
word 
“ boss ” w hen used as an epithet. 
Mr. 
Conkling is too sagacious a public man aud 
of too broad experience in politics not to 
realize 
the 
distinction. 
P arties 
have 
leaders, and partisans accept them as the 
legitim ate grow th and result of party 
organization ; b ut the boss is a very differ­ 
ent personage. 
The leader, by consent, 
leads, th e “ b o ss” seeks to drive. 
The 
leader convinces; th e “ b o ss” threatens. 
T he leader 
invites his follow ing; the 
“ boas ” cracks th e party w hip and com­ 
m ands the men he w ould enslave. 
The 
leader carries th e banner ; th e 
“ boss ” 
wields th e lash. 
B acked by th e spoils 
system , the “ boss ” dsres the hireling to 
disobey. 
Fortified by reason, th e leader 
appeals to th e independence of the mau 
and voices the will of th e organization th at 
deputes him to th a t high function. 
T here 
should be no confusion of th e term s, for 
the “ b oss” can never become th e “ leader.”

G eneral Crook an d th e A paches. 
E l P aso (Tex.), M ay 9;h.—Humors were 
circulating yesterday and to-day of a disaster 
to General Crook.

Colonel U nda, chief 
of staff to General Regera a t Chihuahua, 
reported th at he had no definite information 
as to any attack. 
The Msxican forcea in the 
ere 100 cavalry, in two columns, which 
ought to be near enough to Crook to support 
him in urgent need. 
The Mexican officers 
here do not disguise their serious anxiety. 
Colonel Unda is making every preparation 
to pu3h forward himself at once, probably to 
the neighborhood of Junos. 
New Y ork, M ay 9th.—I t is feared from 
minor facts th at have come to light that 
General Crook has moved some days earlier 
than anticipated in Sonora, and may not 
have been able to receive as full co-operation 
as expected, and which is sure to be realized. 
The Mexican officers all recognize now that 
the Apache force has probably been under­ 
rated. 
They do not have th at confidence 
which Crook possesses iu the Apache scouts 
who are with him. N othing cculd be heartier 
or more earnest than the feellhg displayed by 
the Mexican officers. 
They do not believe 
there is any immediate danger, but still fear 
th at Crook ia in a dangerous position. 
Col­ 
onel Fletcher, at F ort Bliss, was this evening 
in consultation with Colonel U ugh at Paso 
del Norte. 
C h icag o , M ay 9th.—A W ashington special 
sa y s: The attention of Secretary Lincoln 
having been called to the report that General 
Crook would be in danger of Court-martial 
for crossing the Mexican border, Lincoln 
says : “ I t is perfectly absurd. 
I haven’t the 
slightest idea th at Crook did anything not in 
accordance with the agreement between Mex­ 
ico and this Government, because he (Crook) 
said in his dispatch th at he would not.” 
C h icag o , M ay 9th.—The officers at Gen­ 
eral Sheridan’s headquarters in this city do 
not credit the rumors of disaster to General 
Crook’s column. 
W hile it is true th at they 
have no recent advices from Crook in person, 
they are in the way of receiving quick com­ 
munications from any point in Texas or New 
Mexico iu case of an engagement, and par­ 
ticularly b o in case of disaster. 
Any report 
which General Crook m ight make of his 
.operations in or from Arizona would go to 
the headquarters cf the D epartm ent of the 
Pacific, at San Francisco, aud the headquar­ 
ters here would not be in receipt of any 
official report direct. 
New Y ork, M ay 9:b.—Ex-Governor Saf- 
ford, of Arizona, writes to the M ail and E x ­ 
press : 
“ If Crook is successful, the whole 
country will applaud him, and such a thing 
as a Court-martial will never be mentioned ; 
but if he fails, I should judge from the dis­ 
patches, the A dm inistration is getting its 
record ia condition so th at it can call Crook 
to account for disobedience of orders and in­ 
fringement of treaty stipulation with Mexico. 
The facts of Ihs caEe, when propirly under­ 
stood, should sustain Crook, whether success­ 
ful or unsuccessful. 
W hy Bhould this fire be 
opm ed in the rear by our own people, and 
wby the insinuations of our Adm inistration ? 
W hy does not the press come fearlessly to 
the front, and say these people have suffered 
long enough ; they should have relief. 
Gen­ 
eral Crook is right, and we will etand by 
him .”

N ew Y ork, M ay 9ih.—Charles Crocker, 
President of the Southern Pacific Railway, 
arrived in New Y ork from San Francisco a 
few days ago, and looks well, though he suf­ 
fered from a Elight sickness a short time ago. 
“ I was not w hat could be called aick,” he 
Baid, while chatting with a reporter, “ but 
now I am in first-rate health, and I expect to 
remain here only about a week or so, unless 
I am detained. 
M y family will not come 
frcm California. 
I have not yet decided to 
move permanently to New York, but tbe idea 
is still in my head, aud some day I may do 
so. 
M y family woul \ like to divide the year 
between California and New York, for the 
sake of the gayety here. 
As to ex-Governor 
Stanford’s health, he is still confined to his 
house with muscular rheumatism, but he is 
improving. 
I was greatly alarmed by a dis­ 
patch which I saw íd the Chicago Times a 
while ago about Mr. Stanford, but I found it 
was grossly exaggerated.

K ansas C ity (Mo.), M ay 9th.— F or the 
past ten days a remarkable state of affaire 
has existed at Dodge City, Kansas, ar, J all 
mention thereof has been kept quiet, several 
prominent Kansas City attorneys left tc-lay 
for Topeka, to petition the Gover ,or to place 
the town under m artial law. 
T f* last diffi­ 
culty is the culmination of a Iorg-Btauding 
feud between two elements of th at place. 
Dodge City haH long enjoyed the reputation 
of being a bard place. 
I t is the headquarters 
of the cowboys aud cattle men of the vicini­ 
ty. 
A t the head of one faction ia a gambler 
named W ebster, who aspires to be the Boss 
Tweed of Dodge City, and has his man in 
the M ayor’s chair, aud at tie head cf the 
other faction is a man r amed H arris, the de­ 
feated candidate for Mayor. 
A Dumber of 
the letter’s friendB have btea ordered to leave 
town, and correspondents of newspapers have 
been notified th at they must not send tele­ 
grams. 
A body of armed men watch the ar­ 
rival of each train, to see th at there is no in­ 
terference. 
A lawyer from Lam ed, s6nt far 
by one of the prisoners, was met by the vigi- 
gauts, who leveled a gun at Lis head, and 
told him not to stop. 
The next morning five
